How far these criticisms are 
justified may be judged by the map 
drawn, for Sir Douglas Haig, show- 
ing the Line of Battle on Septem- 
ber, 26, 1918, that is, at the eritient 
atnge of the offensive two months 
after the criticisms quoted above, 
and six weeks before the Armis- 
tice. It shows that the whole 
welght of the German Armies, 
both inthe line and in’ reserve, 
was massed ugainst the British 
and French = Forees — between 
Bethune and Sojssons, In the 
whole of this aren there vere only 
two American Divisions. On the 
vther hand, the bulk of the Ameri- 
can Forces, operating around Ver- 
dun and St. Mihiel independently, 
na desired by General Pershing, 
and half of them in reserve, were 
fneed by a fow scattered German 
divisions, supported by meagre re- 
nerves. From this it ix clear that 
the severe and decisiv 
was being done by 
Evropean — troops, the 
“superior” Americans were merely 
“holding the fort’ on a auict 
sector outside the main region of 
operations, 

No one will, contest. that the 
American Armies fought bravely 
and carried out some — brilliant 
feata: it is equally incontestable 
that their Allies were bearing the 
brunt of the heaviest fighting. In 
the «article, printed below Major: 
General Sir Frederick Maurice 
shows how General -Pershing's 
preoccupation with the “indepen-

In the 
other trial Lal Yuko is further 
charged with a similar offence at 
Wanchai, relating fo the alleged 
stealing of Chan Yi, with intent 
to deprive his mother, Wong, Sul- 
ching, of possession,
